SOLICITOR AND — 
INTIMIDATION 
)F PROSTITUTES 


“THERE is no doubt that prostituies in this area are: 
particularly Iable to be victimised by ‘Triad’ societics, und it is 


‘lone of the worst crimes which could exiat in any commiunity,” 


said Mr..F. H. Loseby at the Appeal Court this morning when 
he brought an.appeal before the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl Mac- 
Greror, on behalf of Chu Shing,, 18, a dgarctte maker. 


The appeal was against the’ decl- 
sion of Mr. R.A. D. Forrest, former 
Senior Magistrate and now Post- 
master-General, in sentencing Chu to 
12 months’ hard labour on two 
charges of intimidation and common 
assault on o prostitute named Chan 

ng. at Wanchal, Chu was also 
recommended for banishment. 


Grounds For The Appeal 

Mr. Loseby said his client was 
charged by Chan with having asked 
her om November 23 for money, and 
in effect to havo threatened her that 
something would happen if she did 
not.pay him $15. She sald she was 
threatened with -being stopped from 
walking the streets. 

_ Three days later, Chan alleged she 
was ussnulted by Chu without any 
provocation, and on December 3 the 
latter ‘was-arrested by a Chinese 
Sapper who happened to be In the 
neighbourhood. At the Pollce’Court, 
Chu was not represented and his 
defence was one of mistaken identity. 


‘Following his-conviction, an applica- 


tion for re-hearing was made but 
this was refused by the Magistrate. 

The ground for appeal, went on 
Mr. Loseby, in respect of the first 
conviction was that the intimidation 


charge had not been proptrly made 
out ‘because the particular threat wus 
not mentioned.
